In  addition  to  the  seven  varsity  sports  offered  to  the  students. 
Sweet  Briar  also  has  teams  in  three  other  sports:  fencing,  Softball,  and 
riding.  While  these  sports  do  not  compete  on  a  varsity  level,  they  do 
compete  with  other  teams  in  the  area. 

Club  fencing  consists  of  eight  students.  These  fencers  are 
divided  into  two  groups,  foil  and  epee.  When  they  compete,  each 
player  competes  with  an  opposing  player  of  her  group.

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Hurricane  George  was  the 
costliest  disaster  in  the  1 17 
years  of  Red  Cross  relief  efforts, 
topping  the  $81.5  milhon  the 
agency  spent  on  Hurricane  An- 
drew. Georges  ripped  up  through 
the  Florida  Keys  and  into  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  before  it 
slammed  into  Mississippi  and 
Alabama. 
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S.  Senator  John 
Glenn  ended  his  long 
career  in  the  Senate  with  a 
return  to  Space.  Astronaut 
Glenn,  77,  who  made  a  pio- 
neering space  flight  in 
1962,  returned  to  space  in 
November,  1998,  aboard 
the  Discovery  on  a  ten  day 
mission. 


Quarterback 
John  Elway 
led  the  Denver 
Broncos  to  a  34- 
1 9  win  against  the 
Atlanta  Falcons 
in  Super  Bowl 
XXXIII  at  Pro 
Player  Stadium  in 
Miami.  The 
Broncos  scored 
17  points  in  the 
first  half  and  17 
more  in  the  fourth 
quarter  alone. 
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Representative  Bob  Livingston, 
a  Republican  from  Louisiana, 
made  a  surprise  decision  to  leave 
Congress  just  weeks  before  he  was 
to  become  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.  In  the  wake  of 
the  presidential  scandal,  he  stunned 
his  colleagues  when  he  announced 
during  the  debate  to  impeach  Presi- 
dent Clinton  that  he  had  extramari- 
tal affairs  that  nearly  destroyed  his 
33-year  marriage. 


The  World  cup  competition  is 
held  every  four  years.  The 
1998  games  were  held  in  France 
and  it  was  the  French  team  that 
,  won  the  nation's  first-ever  World 
f  Cup  title  by  defeating  Brazil  3-0. 
More  than  a  million  revelers  packed 
the  historic  Champs-Elysees  to 
celebrate  the  victory.  The  broad 
avenue  became  a  focal  point  of 
celebrations  and  many  called  the 
impromptu  street  party  the  largest 
outdoor  celebration  since  Libera- 
tion Day  in  1944. 


Pope  John  Paul  II  began 
his  2  P'  year  as  Pope  in 
the  fall  of  1998.  The  78- 
year-old  pontiff  continued 
to  be  a  champion  of  eco- 
nomic justice  and  an  out- 
spoken defender  of  the 
Catholic  Church  in  Com- 
munist countries  and  re- 
mained uncompromised  on 
moral  issues.
